Magic was in the air—literally and 
figuratively—during the second annual 
Gallaudet Volunteer Recognition Dinner 
on Thursday, April 25. “Volunteers are 
Magic” was the evening’s theme as ap- 
proximately 85 people joined together 
to honor the College’s corps of volun- 
teers. 

In addition to a reception, dinner 
and awards ceremony, the program 
featured mystifying acts of prestidigita- 
tion performed by deaf magician Gary 
Lensbower. Don Pettingill, special as- 
sistant to the vice president for College 
Relations, served as the evening’s mas- 
ter of ceremonies. 

Saluting the College’s 56 community 
volunteers and 26 student volunteers, 
Loraine DiPietro, director of the Na- 
tional Information Center on Deafness 
(NICD), noted that, “In 1984 volun- 
teers registered with the campus-wide 
program gave a total of 7,000 hours of 
service to the College.” 

DiPietro, whose office coordinates 
the College’s Volunteer Program, also 
mentioned the variety of ways in which 
volunteers contribute: working with stu- 
dents at all academic levels; serving as 
tour guides; presenting awareness ses- 
sions; providing information to the gen- 
eral public and campus visitors; and of- 
fering professional, technical and clerical 
support to faculty and staff in various 
College units. 

The volunteer dinner included several 
special award presentations. Julia Berg 
Mayes, who taught in schools for deaf 
students for 33 years before retiring,

Mrs. Febres Cor- 
dero was recently appointed president 
of the National Institute of the Child 
and Family (INNFA), an organization 
serving children, parents and handi- 
capped people in Ecuador.

Results of Alumni Survey available

The Gallaudet College Alumni Survey 
1984 reports that “graduates strongly 
(68 percent) indicate they would select 
Gallaudet again if they could start col- 
lege over.” That was just one of the re- 
sults of the survey, which was mailed 
to 4,411 alumni in mid-October. The 
survey is now available from the Center 
for Assessment and Demographic Stud- 
ies. Faculty and budget unit heads 
have already received copies. 

Brenda Rawlings, senior research 
associate with the Gallaudet Research 
Institute, co-authored the survey along 
with Michael A. Karchmer, Susan J. 
King and Scott C. Brown. 

Work on the survey began last 
August. “We received the mission in 
August 1984,” Rawlings said. “We had 
a planning group which included peo- 
ple from the Planning Office, the Office 
of Demographic Studies and the Alum- 
ni Office. Together, the committee 
members established a general method- 
ology. 

“The classes from the 1944 to 1981 
were targeted,” Rawlings explained, 
“because we wanted to survey alumni 
who are currently employed.” It was 
felt that alumni who graduated before 
1944 were likely to be retired and that 
alumni who graduated after 1981 were 
likely to still be in transition from col- 
lege to professional life. 

The 4,411 alumni who received sur- 
vey questionnaires included all individ- 
uals in the College’s undergraduate 
classes of 1944 through 1981 whose 
current addresses were known to the 
Office of Alumni Relations and Ad- 
vancement. All survey information was 
kept confidential and was used by sur- 
vey staff only for grouped statistical 
data. 

The report’s executive summary states 


that “both those 2,669 alumni who 
completed their undergraduate programs 
(graduates) and those 1,742 alumni 
who did not graduate (non-graduates) 
were included in the study.” 

According to the report’s introduction, 
“The goal of the study was to obtain 
information from the alumni about their 
education and how their Gallaudet ex- 
periences have influenced their profes- 
sional and personal lives.” 

Crediting alumni participation, Rawl- 
ings said the overall response rate of 
77 percent for graduates and 53 per- 
cent for non-graduates was key to the 
success of the project. 

“Over three quarters of the graduates 
returned questionnaires, and took a lot 
of care in responding,” said survey co- 
author Susan King.

EPOC holds supervisors’ works

In 1980 the staff at the Office of 
Experiential Programs Off Campus 
(EPOC) analyzed the success and worth 
of the various work experiences that 
Gallaudet students were afforded 
through the EPOC program. That anal- 
ysis showed that the more prepared 
and motivated a supervisor and co- 
worker were to receive a deaf student, 
the more worthwhile the work experi- 
ence was for the student, the super- 
visor and the co-workers. 

Thus, the idea of training workshops 
for EPOC supervisors was born. Since 
that time, the EPOC office has held 
such a training every spring and fall, 
with the participation rate ranging from 
25 to 47. Various faculty and staff 
members and EPOC students help pre- 
sent the material to be covered during 
the workshops. 

At the most recent workshop on 
April 23, John McNamara, an audiolo- 
gist at MSSD, gave a presentation en- 
titled “Types and Causes of Deafness.” 
Mal Grossinger of the Office of Enroll- 
ment Management talked about the 
“Psycho-Social Aspects of Deafness” as 
they relate to the workplace. 

As with previous workshops, a super- 
visor and student panel were included 
in the day’s activities. 

Students met with participants during 
lunch, giving the supervisors an oppor- 
tunity to communicate one-on-one with 
a deaf person. For many, this was their 
first meeting with a deaf person.

Most graduates would attend Gallaudet again, Alumni Survey finds

Among the findings of the 1984 
Alumni Survey: 

e A large majority of graduates (63 
percent) reported that they continued 
their formal education after receiving 
their undergraduate degrees. Forty two 
percent of all graduates have earned 
advanced degrees (40 percent earning 
master’s degrees and two percent earn- 
ing doctorate degrees). This is much 
higher than the national norm for ob- 
taining advanced degrees; 

e More than half (57 percent) of 
those who dropped out of College re- 


ported that they would return to Gal- 
laudet if they could start college again; 

e Only one third of the graduates in- 
dicated that they would “probably” or 
“definitely” select the same major if 
they were to return to college; 

e Business administration majors (48 
percent) expressed the most satisfaction 
with their choice of major; 

e The most frequently reported rea- 
son graduates gave for selecting Gal- 
laudet was the opportunity to associate 
with other deaf persons (75 percent). 
Other frequently reported reasons in- 
cluded social atmosphere (56 percent), 


advice of high school personnel (43 
percent), the types of programs offered 
(37 percent) and the College’s academic 
reputation (36 percent); and 

e When asked for comments and 
suggestions for educational changes, 80 
percent of the graduates gave opinions. 
The most frequent suggestion offered 
was that curriculum offerings be ex- 
panded and more technical courses 
offered.

Basketball players score 1,000 points 


Two members of the Gallaudet 
women’s basketball team scored more 
than 1,000 career points during the 
past season. 

Jo Ann O’Neill, a senior visual media 
major, and Felice Pyser, a junior edu- 
cation major, became the first women 
basketball players at Gallaudet to score 
at least 1,000 points in career play. 

O’Neill, who played for Gallaudet for 
four years, scored her 1,000th career 
point during a game against Mary Bald- 
win College on Feb. 2. At five feet six 
inches tall, she played primarily at the 
forward/wing position but also played 
at the guard and center positions. 


Pyser, who has played three years 
for Gallaudet and will play her final 
season next year, scored her 1,000th 
point Feb. 16 during a Catholic Univer- 
sity Tournament game against the Col- 
lege of Notre Dame. Pvyser, at five feet 
seven inches tall, is a forward. 

Both women will participate in their 
second World Games for the Deaf 
when they join the United States’ 
women’s basketball team during this 
summer’s World Games for the Deaf. 
The team, which will be coached by 
Gallaudet women’s basketball coach 
Kitty Baldridge, will include seven Gal- 
laudet women on its 12-member roster. 


Wrestler named to Metro All-Star team 


An MSSD student was selected for 
the Washington, D.C. Metro All-Star 
wrestling team. Toselli Silvestri, a senior 
at MSSD who wrestles in the 167- 
pound weight class, was also the first 
deaf student to be named to the Wash- 
ington Post’s 1985 All-Met wrestling 
team. 

Silvestri’s record for the 1984-85 
season is 43 wins and no losses. His 
career record is 93 wins and seven 
losses. 

His 1984-85 victories include tri- 
umphing at the ESDAA meet (making 
Silvestri a three-time ESDAA cham- 
pion), taking the St. Albans and Na- 
tional Prep Tournament crowns and 
winning at the St. Anselms and Mason-
